One may ask himself, ‘Why have a 
Black Culture Week?’’ Well, ask your- 
self what you know about black people in 
history as related to what you know about 
the ‘‘great whise fathers’’ who supposedly 
tai’ this country by themselves— nothing. 

Nowhere can you find information in 
the history books revealing what the black 
man really did for this country. You may 
read about a few ‘‘toms’’ who sold other 
black brothers down the rivers for a few 
dollars or to live in the basement of the 
master’s plantation house; more than 
likely built by the field nigger anyway. 

Black Culture Week is a week where 
black brothers and sisters do things that 
their ancestors of long ago once did 
daily — and freely. These were things 
that were not taught in a classroom or 
by any one teacher. For one thing, there 
were no classrooms nor teachers, These 
were things that were once done to enjoy 
life and make the working day go easier. 

When our ancestors reached their un- 
requested home aboard the USS Equality 
Ship in chains, they tried to recall their 
lost homeland but the ‘‘good ole massa’ 
enslaved them with the white man’s at- 


Since biack people first came to 
America their culture has been ignored 
and forgotten. But recently more black 
people have joined the ranks of proudness 
and want to know more about their true 
culture, And this Black Culture Week is 
a way for today’s black people to express 
their blackness that is solely their own, 

Black Cultuxe week isa week for blacks 
to learn what tive black man did to heip 
build this country and learn more about the 
country he was forcibly taken from more 


It is also a time for whites to 
communicate and relate to the black man 
by seeing what the black can do if given 
the chance to show the culture he has 


It is a culture that most whites and 
some blacks have never tried to learn be- 
cause they fear it, They fear “he culture 


This black culture week will contain 
black art, black fashions, black nwaic, 
black food, black drama, black speakers, 
etc. In short, this will be a week of 
black people doing their own thing. Can 
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Editorial 
Black is becoming 


Just as the Black Man’s place in American life is now changing, 
#0 is his place in American history. The true role of the Biack Man 
in America’s past is emerging from the shadows. Like other aspects 
of our national life, history is now being desegregated; old outlooks 
are giving way to new. 

The rolw of the Black Man’s brawn in the physical building of America 
is not an unfamiliar story, but today’s readers are prepared to go 
further — to reflect, for example, upon Margaret Juot Butcher’s 
carefully considered statement that ‘‘some of the most characteristic 
features of American culture are derivatives of the folk life and spirit 
of this darker tenth of the population.”’ It is no r somewhat 
unsettling to come across a book that credits the Black rican with 
enlarging the meaning of freedom in America, giving it new expressions. 

The Black Man’s experience in the United States has been shaped by 
racial prejudice — he has been a prisoner of his own blackness. But 
within this prison, a bountiful and varied subculture has grown and 
flourished, enriching America’s cultural heritage. Though poverty, 
repression, intimidation and violence have marked his history and con- 
tained him physically, his music, dance and rich religious background 
have sustained him, lending dignity to his aged and a newly found 
strength to his youth. 

Through Black Student Unions, and other similar youth organizations, 
our black young people today are reminding the United States, both black 
and white of precepts that date back among our people to Benjamin 
Banneker and Henry Garnet, and can be traced down through Fredrick 
Douglass, Marcus Garvey, W.E.B. Du Bois and Walter White and Booker 
T. Washington to the present. 

Benjamin Banneker (1731-1906) was an astronomer and surveyor, 
one of a team of three men who set out the boundaries of Washington, 
D.C. Banneker, like Henry Garnet, a Presbyterian minister who lived 
a generation later, was a militant advocate of both black pride and 
development of black potential for the nation’s growth. Marcus Garvey 
and Walter White were black elder statesmen during the twenties and 
thirties, Although each had a unique program, they were united in 
their conviction that black people must share an awareness of the 
prophetic role that they can and should play in the world. 

Black is Beautiful! Black Power! Biack Awareness! We are now 
try to out what our identity is — find out what it means to be 
black and American, We must not look upon Africa as a place to go home 
to, nor must we look for hope in a separate state. Our destiny is going 
to be in this country. We are Americans now. That’s where our future 
lies, Black is Beautiful is the parallel to the folk song shouted by first 
generation Irishmen in America: ‘‘It’s an Honor to be Born an Irish- 
man." In a sense, we are row first generation Americans. People 
talk about the American melting pot. What a myth! America has not 
been a melting pot. It has not melted. ft has not brought about a 
common identity and caused cultural units to disappear. it has not done 
that at all. America contimes to be a pluralism of people. 

Anybody who thinks that when we talk about ‘‘Black Power’’ that 
we’re trying to runthe nation is talking nonsense. That’s bad arithmetic. 
We’re one-tenth of the population. What we are saying is that we want 
to have our share. We want to sit at the negotiations table and bargain 
from a position of strength rather than a position of weakness, to form 
alliances on specific issues —- when we achieve that or when we lose 
it, then dissolve that one and form another alliance and so on — work 
as other Americans have worked, and that’s the way they have done it. 
Ultimately, Dr. King’s dream still has fascination for me. | still 
keep as the ultimate ideal an open society where men are brothers -— 
color blind, if you will. But we must live in the real world of here 
and now. Men may not love us, but it is possible for them, even though 
they hate us, to be in a position to have to respect us and deal with us 
as equals. Maybe the people who today will deal and bargain and 
negotiate with American Jews are indeed anti-semitic, but power deals 
with power. Power will negotiate. This is a kind of checkmate on 
racism, Ultimately, it may be possible, I happen to believe it is 
possible to eliminate racism from the culture over a period of a couple 
of generations. It will take a massive educational program involving 
the foundations, Federal government, money from many other sources, 
using every instrument of culture in that manner. But that would take 
a couple of generations. In the meantime, though they hate us, they 
may love us when the millennium comes. Who knows? But, in the 
meantime, they can sit down at the negotiations table and bargain if we 
have some economic strength and political strength. 

Ultimately humanity transcends color, yes! But remember, one 
cannot love humanity until he first learns to love himself. Further- 
more, the reverse is true. He cannot love himself down to his bones 
unless he also loves mankind, because he is part of mankind; the 
inter-relationship is so great, he cannot really doit. So, let us become 
proud. I see the Black Man as American, very American. He's not 
alien. I wouldn’t put it the way Rap did — Rap Brown. He said, ‘‘As 
American as cherry pie."’ | think he’s as American as pizza pie, And 
that’s quite American indeed. Believe me. What we're trying to do 
then, through our methods now, not only appealing to conscience but 
wielding levers of power, is to make America America. Make it 
America for ali of us. In the words of Langston Hughes, ‘‘Let America 
be America again.”’ It’s never been America to me. The home of the 
brave, and the land of the free? Who said free? Not me. Surely not 
me. Yes, | say it plain. America never was America for me, But by 
this oath | swear, America will be! Dr. Charles Wade

The Third World Liberation 
Front at SCC held what it termed 
a ‘Desperation’ rally Friday, A 
group of speakers from the TWLF 
came forward and spoke of the 
difficulties which they had en- 
countered in attempting to dea! with 
the SCC administration, 

TWLF took Friday, May 2, to 
give one last non-violent shove for 
campus change. Each speaker 
spoke on an interrelated subject. 

Doug Bitte, president of Inter- 
club Council, spoke on the power- 
lescness of student government, 
He is a leading member in student 
government but he explained “_ 
have lost faith.’’ The students, he 
said, have no power, 

Rory Nakata of ASIAN ex- 
plained that a}! students would have 
to care. He said there was too 
much irresponsibility, Not enough 
good human beings were willing to 
stand up against the schools and 
this country’s injustices. 

Other speakers explained that 
the student government which sup- 
ports many goals of the TWLF was 
at a stand still, They stated that 
student government could only go 
as far as the administration would 
allow. This state of affairs John 
Goldberg called ‘‘ridiculous.’’ 

Fred Foote completed a 
chronology of events concerning 
Third World students which led to 
the rally. He described the 
genesis of the movement as it 
began with the BSU and extended 
to the Third World Liberation 
From. 

He told of all the ‘‘endless’’ 
negotiations, The meetings which 
were often times postponed. The 
entire course of events was 
covered including a recent meeting 
between TWLF and the new presi- 
dent, Dr. Knous. 

Students were told ‘‘We have 
exhausted all legitimate means 
from the individual teacher to the 
Los Rios Board,’’ 

A march through the adminis- 
traton building followed which cul- 
minated in a new rally area, The 
new rally continued to explain to 
students that the TWLF had ex- 
hausted al! the channels open to 
them, 

The students were asked to or- 
ganize themselves to take power 
from what some described as 
illigitimate administrators. 


McAfee challenges 
election results 


Newly elected ASSSC president, 
Steve Whitmo:e, may enjoy the 
shortest term of office in the 
history of SSC, Action has been 
taken by Neal McAfee, John Med- 
calf, and Glenn Erickson, can- 
didates inthe election, to disqualify 
Steve Whitmore, declare the 
elections invalid and to remove 
Election Co-ordinator, Shirley 
Muller, from office on grounds of 
conflict of intere st, 

The Election Board will hold 
an open hearing on the charges 
from noon to 2 PM either in the 
Ribera or La Vista rooms, An 
appeal to the Board of Justice and 
2 new elections this semester are 
possible, 

McAfee and Medcalf, running 
for the positions of president and 
vice-president, claim that they 
were falsely told that they were 
eligible for candidacy, It was later 
discovered that Medcalf had 
a grade point deficiency that made 
him ineligible, They are asking 
that the ASSSC reimburse them for 
the $36.00 in campaign expenses 
that would not have been spent if 
the error were found in time,

did you think you could keep us in 
this trick bag? You only pretend 
to support freedom of speech, the 
movement, and the right to pro- 
test, But we blacks now realize 
that you supported it only if it is 
not beneficial to blacks. You 
fear that blacks and minorities will 
make too much progress along the 
lines of improving our living con- 
ditions and destroy your feeling of 
superiority. 


This is why you incessantly 
attempt to impede our quest for 
dignity and equality, (That is 
political and economic equality), 


Since 1619 you have told us to 
“stay in our place’’ and that time 
will bring about a change. And 
then we finally realized that 350 
years was long enough and began to 
protest by eating in decent res- 
taurants, sitting in the first un- 
occupied seats in buses and 
grouping together to sing songs 
and walk down long streets until we 
wore holes in our shoes (those 
of us who were fortunate enough 
to even have shoes), Youdeclared

Ed Bullins, the recent winner 
of the Vernen Rice Award, for 
the most distinguished Off- 
Broadway Play ‘‘The Electronic 
Nigger,’’ is the author of ‘‘Clara’s 
Ole Man.” ‘‘Clara’s Ole Man’’ 
was first presented at the Fire- 
House Repertory Theatre in San 
Francisco during the fal! of 1965. 

Bullins’ aim in ‘‘Clara’s Ole 
Man’’ is to communicate to the 
audience the very realistic drama 
that exists in the Black ghetto 
in every day life. The drama 
seen in ‘‘Clara’s Ole Man’’ could 
easily be taken from the stage 
and set into the Black ghetto. 
The play is very realistic in its 
form and approach, an example 
being the swearing done in a com- 
mon word usage and not as a 
gimmick to shock the audience. 

“‘Clara’s Ole Man’’ consists of 
nine characters. The play’s main

The establishment of the Ethnic 
Studies Center here is one of the 
most important innovations at SSC 
in many years. The implications 
and ramifications behind ethnic 
studies are many. I personally 
believe that the true significance 
of the program more than likely 
will not be felt until four or five 
years from now, 

Implementation of the program 
itself is unique in and of itself, 
Given the fact of San Francisco 
State, I believe one can readily 
understand at what I am driving. 
Although the ethnic minorities or. 
this campus did not resort to 
violent means of persuasion, and 
although the ethnic minorities en- 
gaged in many months of nego- 
tiations with the administration, 
violent confrontation was always 
imminent, 

As a case in point, recall the 
incident with President Johns when 
the student negotiation team walked 
out of the meeting. The actions 
(or should I say the alleged lying) 
of the administration concerning 
the allocation of teaching positions 
was viewed by the minorities here 
as trickery and a gross insult to 
their intelligence, Fortunately, 
depending of course from where 
you view it, the mistake was cor- 
rected, At this time, the next 
logical question is: What is the 
state of ethnic studies at the 
present? 

The Black Students Union takes 
the position that, until the program 
has been properly funded and is in 
operation, it is mere paper! 

When the past relationship be- 
tween the administration and BSU 
is examined, this position is totally 
realistic. Furthermore, when one 
takes into consideration the fact 
that the contract of the ethnic 
studies coordinator, Mrs, Canson, 
does not begin until July Ist, and 
that the state budget becomes 
official after 12 midnight June 30, 
perhaps the apprehension of the

BSU is much more clear. The 
BSU’s trying to get a rider attached 
to the budget. This would allow 
for the expenditures required by a 
program such as the Ethnic Studies 
Program. 

There is still ancther area of 
concern that we feel must be made 
crystal celar to the entire student 
body and to the entire community. 
In the past, proposals for ethnie 
studies or black sixdies have been 
labeled as racism in reverse and 
impractical in light of the existing 
curriculum, I shall first respond 
to the first charge that ethnic 
studies or black studies are racist 
programs. 

The major concern lies in the 
belief that those classes under the 
program will be closed to white 
students and restricted to only, 
say, black students. This charge is 
very weak, especially when one 
considers that the strongest argu- 
ment for black studies is that the 
white student needs it more than 
do black students, Ask yourself 
this question, ‘‘What do I, as a 
white person, know about black 
people?” Then, in turn, ask your- 
self, ‘‘What does a black person 
know about me?’’ I think my point 
has been made. 

The existing curriculum is not 
capable of handling the tremendous 
job that must be done inthe area of 
ethnic studies. Allow me to speak 
from my black perspective, for I 
am most familiar with that area. 

History 17 or Psychology I does 
not begin to relate the experiences 
of the Afro American past, Have 
you ever heard ofthe great African 
civilization of Mali? Have you 
ever heard of Charles Drew or 
Chrispus Atticus, How knowled- 
geable are you about the systematic 
destruction of the black family? 
What is negritude? 

These are a very minor part 
of a black culture that must be 
under stood by all, if the black man 
is truly to become a part of the 
mainstream in America. Further- 
more, ethnic studies, because it 
is a new area of study, will hope- 
fully introduce new methods of 
teaching. Perhaps the entire 
educational system will be injected 
with a new dose of live blood, 

I must reiterate the necessity 
of success for the Ethnic Studies 
Program, If this program does not 
succeed, then I believe Sacramento 
State College will have lost a rare 
opportunity to take its place in the 
forefront of the academic world, 
Ethnic Studies is truly ‘‘The Cause 
of Mankind,’’
